Last week found three more 
countries floundering in the 
morass of revolution or near- 
revolution. Unrest is rife in 
Brazil; Peru is. still on the 
verge of upheaval; Argentine 
is in the throes of actual re- 
volution. 

What causes revolution? 

What brought about the up- 
set of established government 
in France, in Russia, in Tur- 
key? What is prolonging civil 
war in China? 


Revolution seems to follow, 


almost inevitably, on the heels 
of economic collapse. 

What will happen in Aust- 
ralia if those budgets refuse to 
balance? Where is that fine 
country heading? The fact 
that Isngland has offered to 
play fair godmother to the 
Australian Government to the 
extent of $25,000,000 does not 
change the fundamental fact 
of the economic ailment that 
prevents Australia from bal- 
ancing her budget. 

The point is that the whole 


world is laboring under a 
break-down in the economic 
system. 


The silver countries, or three 
fourths of the two billion people 
that live on this earth, have 
been deprived of their purchas- 
ing power. They want goods, 
but they have no world credit, 
nor metallic money nor mone- 
tary tokens to purchase goods. 
The other quarter of the 
world’s population has all the 
gold and all the credit, and is 
piling up huge surpluses of 
every kind of commodity to eat 
and wear and use because our 
international bankers cannot 
devise a way to extend the 
silver countries credit or coin. 

The monetary system and 
the economic system have fail- 
ed to provide facilities for all 
nations of the world to trade 
together in a manner that will 

romote prosperity for every- 
nody.

COVER THE CANES 


Much of the annual winter 
loss to raspberry plants ean be 
avoided by proper care in pro- 
tecting them from frost. Hor- 
ticultural experts of the Dom- 
inion Department of Agricul- 
ture advise bending the canes 
over and covering them with 
sufficient earth to hold them 
down. As a two-man job this 
is easily and quickly done at 
little labour cost. While one 
vathers the canes and bends 
them gently to the ground with 
a fork the other applies suffici- 
ent earth to hold them firmly 
to the ground. On the prairies 
the best results are obtained 
when the canes are entirely 
covered with soil; most of this 
type of covering can be done by 
horse labour—hence the de- 
sirability of having rows about 
eight feet apart.

Eating for pleasure is important 
and meals should have two things 
beside food value: variety and cye- 
appeal, There must be variety as 
to flavor, color and texture of the 
food served; and the food must be 
attractive to look at. Pleasure in 
eating is an aid to digestion. 


Here are a few ways in which 
variety and attractiveness may be 
added to a meal: 


ONE: Add interest to a menu 
of all soft foods by serving chilled 
celery, crisp lettuce salad, young 
tender radishes or cold slaw.

THREE: Add attractiveness, 
when most of the food is to be 
rather colorless, by choosing a 
bright vegetable, such as beets, to- 
matoes, carrots or greens. Or use 
garnishes of fresh parsley, green 
pepper rings, water cress or pi- 
mento, These keep fresh and crisp 
tha adequate refrigeration facili- 
les. 

FOUR: Make certain that food 
which should be cold is served cold, 
such as salad greens, molded salads, 
gelatin desserts, fruit cocktails, rel- 
ishes—olives, celery, radishes. 

FIVE: Take special care in re- 
vamping leftovers that they do not 
resemble too closely the dish from 
which they originated.

If they were to be asked the 
question, the majority of people 
would veply, “There is nothing 
wrong with me.” Yet we know 
that although this answer 
would be an honest expression 
of opinion, it would, in many 
cases, be far from the truth. 
By this, we mean that many 
people have something wrong 
with them without their know- 
ing it, and that trouble often 
takes possession without an- 
nouncing its arrival. 

Admittedly we should all be 
able to say “There is nothing 
wrong with me,” but we should 
be able to say it with an assur- 
ance of its being true. It may 
be true, but we do not know 
whether it is or not unless we 
have had a health examination. 

Why is it that when it 
common knowledge that all ma- 
chines require supervision and 
regular checking up to keep 
them running smoothly and to 
prolong their usefulness, there 
is utter disregard of the need 
for any such supervision of the 
body machines”? 

It surprising how many 
successtul business men seem 
to imagine that, because they 
have accumulated wealth, their 
bodies are in some way differ- 
ent, and who act as if they were 
in some Way immune to the ills 
that befall. 

Ii would seem that as health 

uch an evident asset, it 
would not be necessary to 
point out to any person the fact 
that it is. It might be expected 
that the man who is success- 
ful in business would make at 
least a fair success of living, 
and yet we know that this is 
not the case with many men 
and women. 

We are not supyesting that 
the right way to live is to cul- 
tivate a state of mind that con- 
siders nothing but possibilities 
of illness; that would indeed be 
anything but desirable. We 
do state emphatically however, 
that the art of healthy living 
is the most important business 
responsibility we have, 

Based on this understanding, 
we recommend that the 
periodic health examination is 
a simple and desirable routine 
which should be practiced by 
everyone. Periodic health ex- 
amination is a good habit; it 
is good business. Ignorance is 
always expensive, if not dang- 
erous. Ignorance as to the con- 
dition of your body simply 
leads you to cheat yourself by 
depriving yourself of the care 
you may need, 

The enemies to health can 
mostly all be overcome, Dis- 
ease when treated early can 
usually be cured. The best way 
to accomplish this is by the 
periodic health examination,
